Decn going through a period when 
the leaching of spelling and gram- 
mar has not been fashionable. 


"An influential school of educa- 


tionists has held that 'knowledge 
u£ grammar and spelling has little 
if any, relation to writing. The con- 
tent, ol a written paper is far more creases, 
important than the mechanics. 


"Hand in hand with this group 


go tne '1 educational 
psychologists 


who have insisted that 'emphasis 


-ft 
on the mechanics of 
writing in- 


hibits the learning of self-express- 
ion, 
makes the 
writer 
self-con- 


scious, subordinates thinking.' 


"And then, there is the modern 


method of teaching reading. The 
pupils are taught to scan 
whole 


lines, rather than read individual 
words, and to recognize words in 
their .entirety rather than to 'sound 
them out.' " 


There you have it — the working 


newspaper profession's indictment 
H of screwballs who've invaded the 
'~ modern schoolhouse. 


So they're going to spread intell- 


igence by lines rather than words. 
The melody of Shakespeare's iam- 
bic pentameter is more important 
than the actual text. Get the down- 
beat, brother, and the hell with the 
words! 


Well, did you ever hear some- 


one handle a song of which he knew 
the melody but not the words? Sure 
you have. And you put him down 


,-v 
for a "hummer" — a musical illit- 
crate. 


Of course the melody is impor- 


tant. But so are the words. In the 
title they're given preference . . . 
"Words and Music" . . . and where 
you have words you have to have 
spelling. 


I speak for the most accurate 


race of spellers on earth (consid- 
ering the speed with 
which 
we 


move) — the tribe who put together 
the copy for your daily newspaper

in scven hours, then kill it out and 
O" .start all over again the next day. 


The linotypes do queer things to 
our spelling, transposing letters, 
omitting them sometimes, and oth- 
er times actually substituting a dif- 
ferent letter — but that's the na- 
ture of mechanical composition. 


Youngsters proposing to go into 


any kind of publication work yet 
ignorant of spelling are lambs go- 
ing to the slaughter. Teachers' may 
theorize — but editors know,

Words are tho tools of our pro- 


™' < fession. And words are spelled. 


It isn't always necessary to know 


how to spell the word — what's ab- 
solutely .required Is to know if it's 
spelled badly. There's a $35 dic- 
tionary in the 
office, to

questions. But }f you don't know 
bad spelling when you see it you're 
what the golfers call a lost ball in 
the high grass. 


What I write here is true of every

Rep. Don Jones, Jr., submitted 


a joint resolution to put the legis- 
lature on record as favoring five 
highway priorities for

tion in the Little Rock area. 


Jones' resolution said that

laski county in 1948 provided $3, 
145,000 t o w a r d state 
highway 


maintenance and construction, but 
it termed local r o a d s "obsolete 
and inadequate." 


"Little Rock is the only capital 


city in the nation which does not 
have at least one or more modern 
traffic ways providing comfortable 
and satisfactory access thereto," 
the resolution declared. 


Jones wants the legislature

recommend to the state highway 
commission t h a t the following 
priorities be established: 


1. Highway 70 west. 
2. Highway 70 cast. 
3. Highway 65 north. 
4. Highway 67 north.

boon flown here last month. Three 
weeks of fresh air and nourishing 
food had given them back child- 
hood's gift of laughter. 


"We have 27 deaths — all child- 


ren less than n year old," s o l d 
the'orphanage doctor. "They were 
too weak to save. But the health 
of the children now is generally 
good, although 90 are 
still 111. 


Most arc suffering from 
malnu- 


trition. Thirty-five have contageous 
diseases chiefly whooping cough." 


The orphanage would 
be 
re- 


garded us shocking by American 
standards. The rooms arc over- 
crowded and only those shelling 
the youngest chilren arc heated, 
There is no fuel available yet to 
heat the others. 


But the 849 orphans are enjoy, 


ing a life richer thun most have 
ever known. Chaplain Blaisdell is 
working night and day to carry 
out his own dream for them —a 
real home wheru 
they can 
be 


warm ami well clad, and can get 
the best of schooling. 


He feels the promised generosity 


of American ivilians will enable 
him to carry out his dream. 


"The first thing I want Is for 


each of these children to 
have 


two changes of clothing", he said. 
"And I want the nurnu of each 
child marked in his clothing 
to 


teach him pride of ownership and 
possession." 


The orphanage has a staff ot 


80 native Koreans. None at pre- 
sent — not even the superinten- 
dent pr the doctor — receives a 


scoping superstructure. T h u s it 
would not be a true flush-deck de- 
sign, such as the flattops the Jap- 
anese used In World War II.
